time, it was declared o n au tho rity , the 
p residen t will take o ccasio n to co m­ 
men t o n the su bject. Ju st at this time 
the admin istratio n is said to take the 
p o sitio n that it wo u ld be u n wise fo i* 
co n g ress to p ro be in to the su g ar scan ­ 
dal becau se o f a fear o n the p art o f 
p ro secu tin g o fficers that their p lan s 
wo u ld be div u lg ed an d p o ssibly a 
measu re o f immu n ity g ain ed by o ffi­ 
cials thro u g h co mp u lso ry ap p earan ce- 
befo re a co mmittee o f co n g ress. 
While n o fo rmal an n o u n cemen t has 
been made in this reg ard it is kn o wn

o fficials in the co u rts. 
In co n du ctin g
